Q: So this is, this- the information you're tellin' me 

about the baby in the tent is what got you out to Shotwe11 
Street? 

A: Mm-hmm. 


Q: Okay. Did- tell me a little bit more about that. I 

mean, your supervisor gets notification about this and wants you 
to go out? 

A: No. So what happened was- so our utility responder- 

they start at 5:30 this morning.

A: I'm not sure if the call came through the desk or she 


happened to be at Starbucks on 17 th and Bryant but three store 


owners approached her and they were complaining about the long 
line of tents-

graphic about, you know, there's prostitutes, there's-

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utility responder. She's not outreach. She just- 

Q: Yeah. 

A: Does the transport. She called me on the phone. This 

is about 6:20.

A: I talked to one of the gentlemen on the phone and I 

came- she picked me up. I went into the office and I had talked 
to the Mission Team and told them what was reported and who I had 
talked to, you know, what I-

appointments. And I'm, like, well, this is- reported a baby in a 
tent, so. Yeah, I been with HOT Team for 10 years. It s nothing 
for me to take the lead on something. I'm, like, you know what?

that way. And then there was a pile of garbage and then there 
was a tent and then two other tents- which was a larger tent with 
a blue tarp, which was-

When he was 
kickin' the ball when we first pulled up, he was on our side of 
the street. He appeared to be kinda, to me because- and I'm just 
sayin' that. I don't really, like, judge people. He did seem to 
be altered, to me. 

Q: When you say that, what do you mean specifically? 

A: Mm, he had, like, clenched teeth like maybe he was on 

speed or, you know- 

Q: He was- you have 10 years of experience of coming into 

contact with people who have substance abuse.

And I had 
told the 911 operator- is I think he's at the first tent. 

Q: Mm-hmm. 

A: And I didn't,- you know- Travis was, like, hold up, hold 

up. So gets outta the car. And I stop in the middle of 

the road and gets outta the car and he's, like, tell in' 

the- not the SUV but just a regular police car come up this way- 

Q: Mm - hmn:. 

A: W]aich he does and gets back in the car. We're 

kinda holdin' it up. It's right before the stop sign. A police 
officer- some police officers, they jump out. Like, all of a 
sudden just there's cops everywhere but there was a police 
officer, had, like, a rifle with- that was orange on the tip- 

Q: Mm-hmm. 

A: That was givin' him warnings, you know, and he fired it. 

I think it was- 

Q: Did you hear it and see it? 

A: I did not hear it because I had the- I was in the car 
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with the door shut. 


Q: Mm-hmm. 

A: I did not hear it but I did see it because at this point 

I'm stopped and I'm looking in the, you now, in the rear-view 
mirror.

describe up, he's standing up?

He was gonna go, he- the guy with the red shirt was 


gonna lunge towards the police officer with the orange tip? 


A: 

That's what it looked like to me from the rear-view 

mirror. 

Like-

Yeah.

He was up. I think, you know, I mean, the- he had fired 


the pellet one- 


Q: 

Mm-hmm. 

A: 

Or if it's a pellet or air gun, I don't know what it is. 

Q: 

Okay. 

A: 

It just has an orange tip on it- 

Q: 

Okay. 

A: 

But it obviously didn't- 

Q: 

You could see that officer at- initially, you couldn't 


see the guy sitting on the ground? 
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A: Initially I could not see him. 

Q: But at one point you could see the officer with the 

orange shotgun- or orange-tipped gun- 
A: Mm-hmm. 

Q: And the guy in the red shirt, you could see them. 

A: Both and the cop next to the- 

Q: Okay. And then you said you think the guy in the red t- 

shirt was gonna lunge? 

A: It- 

Q: Would you be able to say how far away you were? Are you 

good with distance? 

A: How far I was? 

Q: Yeah. Like, in terms of car lengths, would you say? 

A: I would say that I was, like, maybe just a little bit 

longer than this room away. 

Q: So it would be fair to say a car length away, a car and 

a half? 

A: Car and a half. 

Q: A car and a half away? And as this is goin' on, you're 

lookin' in your rear-view mirror- 

A: Mm-hmm. 

Q: Of your vehicle. What kind of car do you drive? 

A: Honda Civic. 

Q: Okay. And you got pretty good visibility? You're very 

confident with that? 

A: I'm very confident. 

Q: Okay. 

A: Yeah. 
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Q: Would you be able to say if this individual in the red 


shirt, if he still had the knife in his hand? 

A: He did. 

Q: Okay. 

A: The knife was totally- that was- it was, like, oh my 

God, oh my God, like. You know what I mean? Like, it happened 
really quickly, obviously. 

Q: So initially when you described initially seein' the guy 
with the knife in his hand and you waived your right arm, did 
you- are- you're naturally right-handed? 

A: Mm-hmm. 

Q: Okay. Would you say this guy had the knife in his right 

hand or left hand or would you- 

A: I would 'cause he was siftin' on the ground. 

Q: Mm-hmm. 

A: When we drove by, he was siftin' on the ground and as 

I'm driving up, the knife is in his hand- 


Q: 

Mm-hmm.

In his right hand-

In his right hand.

Because that's his right side- 


Q: 

Okay.

Yeah.

Okay. Alright. Carl, you have

A: Oh no. It was a big kitchen knife. 

Q: I see your hands are- look like it's a- 

A: Yup. 

Q: Foot and a half, so it's- it was a- 

A: It was, like- the blade- I mean, it's, like, the biggest 

knife that you could have in your kitchen. 

Q: It's, like, a chef's knife that you see- 

A: Yeah. 

Q: In the kitchen that you use to- 

A: Double-bladed. 
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Q: Chop, yeah, uh-huh. 

A: And it was double-bladed. And I know that because when 


I was in the- gettin' in the car and I was, like, telling ray 
partner, like, I'm, like, shit- 

Q: Okay. 

A: He's got a big, fuckin' knife. Like, that's- yeah. 

Q: So, now, we say two officers approached him, is that 

what we're talkin' about, not three but two officers approached 
him, from what you can see from your rear-view (unintelligible). 
A: What I seen was- it happened that quick- 

Q: Okay. 

A: So I seen the taller officer with the orange-tip gun- 

Q: Okay. 

A: And then the other cop comes up. He's shorter. He had 

dark hair. 

Q: So when you- so you're saying you only see two officers? 

A: I only seen two officers. 

Q: Okay. < And they're approaching him. How close do they 

* 

get to him, if you can judge, based on your vantage point? 

A: Like, you and I- 

Q: So we're about- 

A: Maybe a little bit further. 

Q: We're about- we're talkin' about, rough, four to eight 

feet? 

A? I would say eight- I would say about- from the rear-view 
mirror^ if looked like they were about six to eight feet away 
from him, 

Q: And they had- the officers had their weapons drawn on 
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him at the time? 

A: I didn't see the other officer have his. I seen the 

orange-tip gun. 

Q: Okay. And did you hear any commands from the officers? 

A: I had the window shut on the car. 

Q: So you didn't hear anything, no yelling, no anything and 

so forth? 

: 

A: Um-um. 

Q: Did you ever see the subject with the red shirt stand 

up? 

A: Yes. 

Q: Okay. And when he stood up, what did he do? 

A: When- I don't know what he did because when he stood up, 

his- all- that's when- when he stood, it was, like, stood and 
shots at the same time. 

Q: Now, in that sequence of standing and shooting, did he 

make a movement, a gesture? We use the term furtive. 

A: Right. I'm just gonna say that it looked like he was 

gonna go like that. 

Q: Okay. So you're making a jabbing- 

A: All- it's, like, he was sitting on the ground and he 

gets up. And because I didn't see him at first- 
Q: Right. 

A: So he's up and it's like this. 

Q: Okay. So if he- and he's goin' in the direction at the 

officers? 

A: Yup. 

Q: Okay. 
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A: That's what it appeared to, to me. 

Q: And when you saw that, then you heard shots? 

A: It was all simultaneously. 

Q: Okay. 

A: Yup. 

Q: Alright. And what- do you remember or recall the number 

of shots, if you even remember? 

A: I wanna say it was at least four or five.
